The idea of shaping an imme- 


diate action defense plan has been 
under study here and in Allied 
capitals for many weeks 
Some 


steps have been taken. But in- 
formants said the project has been 
given urgent new priority because 
of the coming truce showdown at 
Geneva. 


Undersecretary of State Walter 


Bedell Smith headed for Geneva 
this afternoon to sit in on the 
cease-fire negotiations with Rus- 
sian, Red China and Red Viet 
Minh leaders. He goes under stern 
instructions to watch peace devel- 
opments closely but to avoid giving 
any American blessing to appease- 
ment. 


Secretary of State John Foster 


Dulles believes the cease-fire pos- 
sibilities tall far short of what the 
United States would like to see 
France obtain for Indochina. 


French On The Spot

Thus yi terse, vivid sentences 
Dr. Kenneth B. Small. 31 a De 
troit dentist, described Thursday 
before a packed courtroom all he 
remembered of the May 29 shoot 
ing of his wife's suitor 


Dr. Small claims lie was tem- 
porarily insane when Lack. 43. 
New 
York 
playboy-industrialist, 
was shot and killed in a south- 
western Michigan rendezvous with 
Mrs. 
Edith Small. He was expect- 


ed to take the stand again today 
at Ins first degree murder trial. 


The dentist, his voice quavering 


with emotion, described the scene 
when his wife, returning from .. 
vacation alone in Florida, told of 
meeting Lack and asked for a di 
vorce. 


Dr. Small said- 
"I asked-her if this man had said 
he loved her. 


"She said she did not know but 
she loved him. 


'He has two kids nicer than 
ours,' she told me. 


"1 said: 'Do you mean to sit 


there and tell me another man's 
children are dearer to you than 
your own"*' 


"She said again that they were 
nicer than our children." 


Mrs. Small, 30. a dark-eyed bru- 
nette, is the mother of three voung 
sons. 


Dr. Small said his wife, who 


left the courtroom while he was 
on the stand, also told him: 


"You 
don't know how to live. I 
.want to live big now." 


The dentist told of tracing his 


wife to the plush summer home 
near Douglas. Mich., where the 
shooting occurred, through a phone 
call she made home. She had said 
she planned to spend the ill-starred 
Memorial Day weekend with a 
former college roommate in Chi- 
cago. 


Dr. Small told of tracing the 
call to Fennville, Mich., and "I 
started to drive. There was rain 
and storm that night. I had to see 
for myself if she was with Lack. 
. . . I prayed she wouldn't be 
there. ... It was like you get 
some place but don't know how 
you get there, or what way you 
went or how many red lights you 
went through." 


The dentist's stay on the stand 
was interrupted late in the day 
when Defense Atty. Leo Hoffman 


called the first of three psychia 
trists who will testify for tlie de 
tense. 


Dr. Harry August, chairman o 


the Michigan Mental Health Com 
mission, said Dr. Small was in 
sane when he killed Lack. 
"When he received the phone cai 
from Fennville," Dr. August said 
"the mental turmoil had mountei 
to the point where his restrain! 
was nullified. He was unable to 
restrain himself when he saw his 
wife and Lack together." 


Before he left the stand, Di 
Small told of trying to commit 
suicide "but J couldn't puH the 
trigger. 1 thought of the boys. I 
wanted them to grow up to know 
their dad." 


Hoflman introduced four suicide 


notes which he claimed Dr. Small 
had written after his wife had 
asked for the divorce. One to Mrs. 
Small said. "I wish you had given 
me a second chance. . . . I have 
..., weapons and no defense and 
now no will to live."

Stands to 
Make Gains

NEW YOHK (/P)—The treas- 


ury stands to gain more addi- 
tional revenue out of business 
this fiscal year than if, will be 
losing through the congressional 
shakeup of the federal tax sys- 
tem. 


What business counts as its 


chief gain in the easing of tax 
provisions both for corporations 
and for individuals in incentive 
—incentive lor business to ex- 
pand and grow, incentive for 
individuals to invest. 
The treasury will gain money- 


wise in the months just ahead 
because the measuie now work- 
ing its way toward the White 
House puts back, for another 
year's ride, the old 52 per cent 
corpoiate income tax rate which 
automatically dropped to 47 per 
cent last April. 


As a result, the treasury will 


be collecting better than $"l bil- 
lions more from business in its 
current fiscal year than it would 
under the 47 per cent rate. 
That's more than corporations 
in the coming year will be gain- 
ing from the liberation of rules 
for 
figuring depreciation, 
and 
losses for 
tax 
purposes, 
and 
other 
provisions—although 
tho 


depreciation liberation alone will 
affect some 10 million tax re- 
turns. 


The treasury's chief loss of 


revenue will come from the re- 
vision of rules fcor making out 
individual tax returns—includ- 
ing the hotly-fought-over plans 
for cutting taxes on income from 
corporate dividends.

Court Reverses Garden Co. 
Finding in Wheat Case 


02(i, the net value of the crop minus 
the cost of harvesting and insur- 
ance. 


The State Supremo Court ruled 


that Mary 
Beard 
Blackai d \\ as 


entitled to the value ot !he 1932 
wheat crop on a Garden County 
school land lease she had lost at 
an auction earlier that year.

District Court decision in favor of 
Morris and Use Jensen, who had 
brought 
a 
$50,000 damage suit 


against Mrs. Blackard. 


The dispute arose when 
Mrs. 


Blackard's lease was put up for 
action when the Supreme Court 
in the historic 1949 F.bke decision 
struck down a law allowing auto- 
matic renewals of such leases. 


THE JENSENS were high bid-

began on Jan. 
1. 1952. 


They claimed that Mrs. Blackard 
was entitled only to the value of 
the crop on that date, or $7.500.
